At about 3:00 p.m. on Friday, March 27, 1981, a building under 
construction collapsed at 1700 Coean Avenue in Cocoa Beach, 
Florida.

a coordination aet to the South, primarily used for Red Cross 
logistical, administrative, and welfare messages, and for requests 
for transportation and equipment and operators in Melbourne; 
while 03/43 was used for disaster site communications, with one 
primary link to.the Civil Defense bunker in Rockledge, activated by 
WD4NQK. Weather reports were relayed from the bunker to the 
site on Sunday morning when it was raining. 


Later Friday evening, three dedicated telephone lines were run 
into the Civil Defense van on site. Amateur radio communication ° 
continued around the clock for 59 hours until 2:00 a.m. Monday 
morning, involving approximately 75 hams from the various 
Brevard County organizations. Individuals who contributed time, 
equipment, and transportation, assisted in traffic control or who 
were scheduled to assist when the operation was secured are as 
follows:

Dear Editor, F.S: 

In a recent ‘Guest Editorial’ by Frank Shannon (K4GT), regarding our onus of support 
to the ARRL, I find it (the editorial) generally amusing and fraught with the same logic 
that has permeated the recruiting efforts of those “‘protectors-of-the-airwaves’’ located in 
Newington, Connecticut. While in the same breath, I congratulate your octo-generian for 
living during a generation when the league really was. I also condemn his blindsided view 
with respect to the troop of dolts calling themselves “‘representatives” of the amateur 
radio fraternity as a whole. 

The logic of ‘‘don’t criticize if you don’t belong’’ is about as frail as abhoring the KKK 
without being a card carrying member. Hasn’t it occurred to those who are sensitive 
about the ARRL’s credentials, that those of us who do not belong, are protesting in a silent 
way, by not fattening the wallets of those who are in control of that organization? And, 
thank God, the league is not the ‘“‘only game in town’’ . . . ! As these deciples would have 
the uninitiated believe. 

There is a definite confused aura surrounding the present controversy whereby history 
and tradition have been co-mingled to the point of obscuring the issues involved. Let’s not 
confuse Hiram Percy Maxium with ‘‘incentive’’ licensing, frequency “‘give-aways”’, and 
plush offices and rigged elections. However, let us honor him as the visionary and en- 
trepreneur he truly was. He definitely is not the ARRL, of today. 

If ‘‘history’”’ repeats itself, as Mr. Shannon points out in his article, then, our good 
fellows in Newington are the beneficiaries of “bands” that were lost some thirty-five 
years ago as a direct result of their mismanagement and ineptitude. And, to make mat- 
ters worse, they are proposing the exclusive use of A-1 transmissions (CW) on a major 
portion of the newly regained frequencies, and by extra class operators, only. It would 
appear that the ARRL approves of ‘‘extras only” in their support of the entire amateur 
fraternity. That’s history for you. I some-how wonder, when we will again be able to use 
the twenty-three hundred gigahertz lost two years ago by the omnipotent god-fathers at 
league headquarters. Perhaps another thirty-five years, and we will have the answer. 

What does Mr. Shannon think about the ARRL backed ‘‘Communicator’’ License and 
does he realize the potential havoc behind Pandor’as Box the proposal will unleash to the 
general hamming community and the impact it will have on two meters? The Feds have 
learned from the “‘chicken-banders’’, it appears the proponents of ARRL-ism, want us to 
get our dose of chicken-pox, too. It is to those who have lived during the epoch of com- 
munication by wireless telegraphy, to those who preach attention to historic documen- 
tation, to those whose generation have come and gone, I say, ‘‘Can you live with what you 
have left?” 

We are entering an ear where small countries, world-wide, are closing the doors to 
international communications for political reasons. Technical expertise in this country is 
at an absolute minimum, and more governmental controls are on the way to further 
impede the progress of personal endeavor once enjoyed by amateur radio enthusiasts. 
While the vanguard, traditionally, was one of the ARRL, we have found it to be 
historically silent and ineffectual. 

I sincerely believe, that, Mr. Shannon and others like himself, need a good dose of the 
“history” lesson prescribed by his article. There are one hundred reason why people in 
glass houses should not throw stones, but, don’t acuse those of us domiciled in brick 
dwellings, of casting the first projectile. Better, it be said, ‘‘We are prepared to weather 
the storm.”

All amateurs 
worldwide are eligible and invited to participate. 


CONDITIONS OF ENTRY: Each entrant agrees to be bound by the provisions of this announce- 
ment, the regulations of the applicable licensing authority, and the decision of the FLOR- 
IDA SKIP Contest Committee, which are final. 


VALID CONTACTS: All amateur bands may be used. ALL stations will use separate logs for 
phone and CW. Phone and CW are separate contests. A station may be worked once on each 
band and each mode. Neither crossband nor crossmode contacts (phone to cw or vice versa) 
will count for contest credit. Florida stations may work other Florida stations, but for 
contest points only. Out-of-state stations may not work each other for coniest credit. 
Contacts made on repeaters do not count for credit. 


ENTRY CLASSES: Florida stations will be divided into two classes. Class "A" stations 
are those operating portable (under FD rules) or mobile on emergency power and running 
200 watts or less (cw or PEP phone) inside Florida but outside of their home counties. 
Class "B" stations are all other single operator stations operating in Florida. 


EXCHANGE: Florida stations send signal report and county of operation. Out-of-state 
Stations send signal report and U.S. State, Canadian province, or country. 


SUGGESTED FREQUENCIES: cw - 3555, 7055, 14055, 21055, 28055 
Phone - 3945, 7279, 14319, 21379, 28579, 50.2, 146.52 


SCORING: Florida stations count one point per QSO with out-of state or other Florida 


stations. Multiplier is the sum of states (49 maximum), provinces (12 maximum), DX 
countries (27 maximum) actually worked; maximum multiplier is 88. Out-of-State 
count two points per QSO with each Florida station. Multiplier is the number of 
different Florida counties worked (67 maximum). Score is the product of QSO points 
and multiplier. Florida Class "A" stations ONLY multiply score by 1.5 (one and one- 
half) to obtain total. 


AWARDS: Certificates, phone and cw, to the top single-operator score in each state, 
province, and DX country, and each Florida county. There will be FIVE PLAQUES awarded 
to: High Single Operator Florida CW, high single out-of-state CW, high single operator 
Florida phone, high single operator out-of-state phone and to the Florida club with 
the highest aggregate score. 


DISQUALIFICATIONS: At the discretion of the contest committee, stations and/or operators 
may be disqualified for improper reporting, excessive dupes, errors in multiplier lists, 
unreadable logs, obvious cheating, etc. Anyone disqualified in this year's Florida QSO 
Party will be barred from the contest next year. 


REPORTING: PHONE and CW entries are to be SEPARATED. Along with legible logs in chronolo 
gical order, a summary sheet is required with each entry. 200 QSO's or more supply dupe 
sheet. The summary sheet must contain claimed score, number of QSO's, multiplier, stat- 
ions call sign, entry class and number of Florida counties, power source for Class "A" 
entries; county; state; province; country; call signs of all operators/loggers if mult- 
op; name of club if part of a club aggregate score; name and address typed or printed in 
block letters; and a signed declaration that all rules and regulations have been observed. 
Include a 15¢ stamp for contest results from a future issue of FLORIDA SKIP.

OPERATION EVERGLADES 


On April 4th a simulated aircrash took place about 30 miles 
west of the Miami International Airport. Two planes crashed 
10 miles apart in the everglades. As mentioned last month, 
the ARPSC/RACES operators were invited to participate in the 
exercise by Frank Ireland, K4UUO, President of the Everglades 
Search and Rescue. 

Phones started ringing about 8:30 a.m. Saturday morning, 
April 4th. Via a prearranged telephone alerting system, some 
30 amateurs gathered up their 2 meter emergency equipment 
and headed for both simulated crash sites, under the direction 
of WA4OUI, Dade RACES RO and K4EAU his assistant. The 
CD Van arrived at the largest crash site a little after 9:10 a.m. 
The C. A. P. planes spotted the wreckage and radioed back to 
Dade Metro and the FAA tower, which in turn was passed on 
to Dade Civil Defense. . 

As preplanned (about 7 a.m.) about a dozen student nurses 
were taken by air boats about 7 miles off of U.S. 41 into the 
Everglades to serve as live victums. 

In a matter of 30 minutes, Dade Fire units, F. H.P. and 
other agencies appeared on site. The CD van which carries a 
40 foot crank-up tower went up with 2 2-meter antennas and 
a REACT vertical and Beam. REACT sitting along side of an 
amateur coordinated communications from the air boats (which 
each having an amateur aboard) to the command post and back 
to C. D. Hq. 

In a short period of time, all victums were removed from 
both sites and cared for. 

Even though there were some, confusing points in the e<er- 
cise, it was considered very imteresting and exciting. Most all 
amateurs had a chance to ride an air boat with his equipment 
and test it in actual simulated conditions. 

After the excercise about 150 people retired to the shadey 
grounds of the Air Boat Assn. on U. S. 41 for a excellent Bar- 
B-Q of chicken and all the trimmings.
